 Any size fleet can be reviewed 

 Must meet certain base score (40 points) 

 1-, 2- and 3-star certification levels 

• 1-star = min. of 40 pts 

• 2-star = min. of 80 pts 

• 3-star = min. of 120 pts 
 

• 3-star fleets must receive certain “Criteria” points 
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TNGreenFleets Points System 

 Achievement Points (200) – Reductions in CO2 emissions & 
petroleum use; Increases in # of advanced or alternative 
fuel vehicles in fleet 
 

 Criteria Points (19) – Strategic plan, Leadership support, 
Communications plan & outreach, Partnerships, 
Infrastructure
